It Is not often In this wnr-rldden pe- 
riod that any gentle bit of Information 
comes from the zone of cannon and 
shell, but hero is a most vitally Inter- 
esting bit of knowledge which has been 
turned up, us it were, by the point of 
the bayonet nnd sent to us officially 
from Sophlu. 

It puts a new light upon nttnr of 
roses and offers not only an intensely 
Interesting Insight Into tho most vnlu- 
nble character of rose culture, but, per- 
haps, a valuable light for the guidunco 
of the American culturlsts, notably 
along the Pacific const, where roses are 
raised In many places so profusely thut 
hedges and lamp post and telephone 
pole-ornaments are fashioned from the 
virile growths. 

Once we had the Idea that a weird 
procession of cnmels, winding slowly 
along the Persluu heights, orougnt sea- 
ward the attar of roses and that the 
shah's domain had n monopoly In this 
line. Later the Turk came to be re- 
garded as a competitor for. the honors 
of getting the most concentrated es- 
sence known from tho blossoms. 

Now comes -the official Information 
that Hose Valley, in Bulgaria, is the 
world's greatest source of the costly 
perfume and that the Bulgnrlnn pro- 
fusion of rose culture has cut the price 
•)f uttar of roses from the old $S0 nn 
ounce down to $12. 

We learn these things, nnd the nc- 
compunylng absorbing detail, all be- 
cuuse the Bulgarians ure disturbed in 
this gentle occupation by the more 
pressing business of meeting the 
allied arms on the south and the 
Itoumauians and the Russlnris to the 
north; We have little interest in their 
clash of arms on this page, other than 
as it Interferes with the world's great- 
est rose garden. 

Tile Bulgarian rose district lies on 
the south side of the Balkan mountains 
In territory that once belonged to Tur- 
key. It Is 1,300 feet nbove the sea 
level aad constitutes a district about 
ns long us Long Island and twice as 
wide. There are In Rose Valley alone 
20,000 acres of roses and the atmos- 
phere is so pregnant with the odor 
of the blossoms that It is like 'standing 
in the doorway of a flower shop to 
enter the fairy realm. 

The roses ure both red nnd white, 
although the red, being the stronger, 
Is preferred for mnklng attar of roses. 
The young rose bush is plnnted 18 
Inches deep In u mixture of earth and 
manure, and when it Is once tucked 
away, after Muy of the third year It 
becomes a paying property for the next 
liO years. 

Tho distillers take from the Bulga- 
rian realm every year about 8,000,000 
roses. It is estimated thut It takes 200 
roses to make a pound nnd thut the nn- 
nual vjrop i s about twenty tons. It 
take?' .40,000 roses to produce an ounce 
of rttnr. War and weather cut the 
output this year to 120,000 ounces, al- 
though normally the country, does 
twice that volume of business. 



When the roses rach the distiller he 
takes 20 pounds of roses nnd 15 gal- 
lons of wnter nnd makes his first mix- 
ture. From this he gets 30 pounds of 
rose wnter. This is agalu distilled to 
make the concentrated extract. The 
attar Is the cream that rests on top 
of.the redistillation. It is skimmed off 
much like tho fnrmer skims his milk. 

There is serious opportunity for the 
western culturlst in America in this in- 
dustry. I understand that experts are 
studying the Bulgarian reports to see 
what real prospect may be found for 
us. New York, London und Purls are 
the chief markets for the output.

DECORATING THE TABLE 



By L. M. BENNINGTON. 

It is not necessary to huvc any un- 
limited bank account or big credit with 
a florist In order to see that the table 
Is supplied with tasteful decorative 
effect. Plants grown in the window 
can bo made to do the double duty of 
brightening the house nod giving a 
finishing touch to tho tnble. 

Thero is nothing better in the whole 
list for making the tnble cheery than 
tho Asparagus Plumosus. The dainty 
follnge of this fine plant Is like luce. 
The plant can be made to take the low, 
broad aspect that Is so essential to ta- 
ble decoration. All that Is required Is 
to pinch tho young fronds ns soon ns 
they have reached a growth of from 12 
to 18 Inches. ' Then the lower branches 
sprend and the plant lakes tho lati- 
tude that It would never get If It wero 
allowed to follow its own bent. 

A few long-stemmed flowers, plnccd 
between the fronds will give the plant 
all of tho color and relief that one de- 
sires. ' Roses, carnntions, narcissus, 
and half n dozen other flowers, can be 
made to do duty In this respect, the 
choice depending upon the region, the 
taste of the owner and the circum- 
stances of the case. 

For the best results, give the plant 
a soil of rich garden loam, lightened 
with sand. Wnter should be used very 
moderately, indeed, and the plant docs 
not need sunshine, it should be show- 
ered several times each week.

Louis' defeat was duo 
not to the prowess oC the city's garri- 
son but to the self-sacrifice of her peo- 
ple, who employed the irresistible wa- 
ters of the North sea to light their 
battle for them, as has been the caso 
so many times In the history of the 
Low Countries. ' The dykes were cut 
and Jhe investing ;unny of the Grand 
Monurquo fled before the flood. 

During the War of the Spanish Suc- 
cession Tcrmonde bravely resisted tho 
great English general, Marlborough, 
but after a ten days' bombardment 
was forced to yield. 

On many maps Tcrmonde goes by 
Its Flemish name of Deudermonde. At 
the outbreak of the war it. was one 
of the* live fortified towns of Belgium, 
but its defenses were not of modern 
design.- The city Is 25 miles by rail 
southwest of Antwerp. The niost In- 
teresting buildings 'In Terniohde are 
the Hotel de Ville (formerly ^the Cloth 
hall), a fourteenth century structure, 
and the. Gothic church of Notre Dame, 
which contains two valuable pictures 
by Van Dyck.

The Country Dance. 

Iu the evening all Join in the old-time country 
dance. The very name suggests quadrilles, lan- 
cers, two-steps, waltzes and even, perhaps, the 
schottlsh. These delightful recreations, still ob- 
served, come from the "mother country," and have 
'flourished In east Virginia for three centuries. 

Nothing Is more Joyous than n Christmas dance 
on a Virginia plantation, where observance of the 
sensou Is Inherited, where the servants are ne- 
groes, the fiddlers nre negroes and thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the dear old dance music so fondly re- 
membered by those of ante helium days. Invita- 
tions have brought out the countryside, whose 
social position deserves the courtesy. The "great 
house" Is decorated with ull the evergreens. of the 
season, lltight fires are burning and the servants 
are on hand to wait on the "wife fokes." 

The night is a starry one, and a rime of frost 
has settled over the landscape. Outside there is a 
rumble of vehicles over the slightly frozen road 
leading to tho house, buggies, carriages, perhaps a 
four-mule wagon, with its gay crowd of young 
people, the black Jehu guiding his team utid com- 
ing In a rapid trot. There limy be one or two au- 
tomobiles. ' 

The big front door Is thrown open, a blaze of 
genial light welcomes the Incoming guests, who 
shake hands , with the host and hostess standing 
within the portals. Upstairs go tho "gyrls" to the 
"ladles' room," while the gentlemen go to the, room"" 
assigned them. All Is hustle and happy prepara- 
tion for the coming dance. 

Nino o'clock chimes from the timepiece on the 
parlor mantel. The lively bevy of maidens are 
trooping down the broad stairs. What visions of 
loveliness are these highbred Virginia girls! — and 
they charge the very atmosphere with coquetry. 
Young gentlemen offer hurried requests for the 
dance. Then the real revelry begins with the 
fiddler's call of "Choose yo' pahduahs fo' do fus' 
quaddrill." 

"Turkey In the Straw." 

There is u graceful sweep of skirts across the 
well-waxed floor, a clasp of hands as the couples 
fall In place. The scraping of violins to the tune 
of "Turkey In the Straw," and the head fiddler 
calls "fohwud fo'." One dance follows another- 
with short Intermission, until supper Is announced 
at 12 o'clock. Then the musicians play a march 
for the couples as they make their way to the 
big dining room.- ' • / 

Around the lengthened mahogany table Is 
spread a feast fit for the gods. Cold turkes, tur- 
key salad, pickled oysters, cold ham, Jcelery; 
olives, beaten biscuit, thin wafers, fruits, cjfke and 
blade coffee. At 1:30 dancing is resumed? There 



have been quip and Jest around the hospitable 
board. Love affairs begun, and harmless Jealousy 
can be easily discerned. The "lancers" Is the next 
figure. A couple steals off after the set Is over, a 
secluded lounge iu the hall offers opportunity for 
the "sweet nothings/' or maybe true love called 
forth by the propitious time and place. 

The negro servants stand around the hall door 
and watch with fascinated gaze the many couples 
as they go through the] dances; Happiness fairly 
gleams on their dark faces. 

The night is waning, already the roosters have 
crowed for "three o'clock." From now on until "do 
hrek er day" the dancing keeps up, and when tho 
first red- streak appears on the horizon the violins 
play "Home, Sweet Home." It seems that the fid- 
dlers fairly excel themselves as they draw their 
hows for this, the last waltz. The daacers swing 
io .the steady rhythm of the music. The music 
ceases. The dance Is over and one more old-tlmo 
Virginia Christmas gathering Is a memory. The host 
and hostess speed the parting guests, and pres- 
ently the "great house" Is quiet. fc 
The Customs Inherited. 

The customs inherited from English ancestors 
will never be forgotten In this section of "Ole 
Virginny," where the plantation owner was a very 
king, where the smaller farmers had their own 
peculiar pleasures, and where even the negroes 
(following the example of "de wlte fokes") have 
always made merry In the Yulotlde season, fol- 
lowing the time-honored customs which have ex- 
isted so long that like the common law, "the mem- 
ory of man runneth hot to the contrary."

People of Washington Advised to Eat Shark 

UJ ASHINGTON. — The fisheries commission advises the people of Washlng- 
" ton to eat shark. This creature of the sea bus now been Introduced by 
the- government as a new food, and according to reports of officials of the 

bureuu of fisheries who have eaten 
them, they are very palatable. This 
is known as the grayfish or dogfish, 
but better known as the former. 

It has been known for some time 
that the tlleflsh was good for food, 
but it is only recently that the gray- 
fish has been Introduced; and, despite 
its specie, it has met with popular fa- 
vor wherever It has been placed on 
the market 

The government; has issued sev- 
eral pamphlets on this subject, giving 
a number of recipes for Its preparation. Here is what the bureau of fisheries 
has to say about them : 

"The bureau has been deferring the campaign for marketing the gray- 
fish, peadlag the effort to obtain pnek sufficiently large to supply the demund 
that will be created. While the quantity available this year will not be so 
large as was originally arranged for, owing to the late date that the packing 
began, Iu October, It Is expected that the amount will suffice for a demon- 
stration to both the public and the banners that the fish Is destined to be an 
Important food product" ' » 





Interesting Fossils Found Near Washington 

p OSSIL shells and other fossil remains which abound In the region around 
I Washington and have been found in the District of Columbia are more 
than mere curios which serve In some vague way to remind men of a past 
which Is vast and remote, so long gone 
that the human mind has difficulty In 
gathering or entertaining the concep- 
tion. 

It Is In the Arundel formation that 
some of the rich fossil finds have been 
made. The outcrops of the Arundel 
formation within Prince Georges coun- 
ty are confined to Its northwestern 
portion, between Washington and 
Laurel, but it Is believed to underlie 
the greater portion of the country 
south and east of the Anacostla river. 

Logs of lignite, usually In a horizontal position and greatly compressed. 
ar(» found Imbedded within the formation, and. large stumps are discovered 
standing in the position in which they grew, with the roots and trunks fos- 
silized by Iron carbonate and Iron sulphide. Seed's of plants are found near 
some or these beds. In places the clay is charged with lignite, when it is 
called "charcoal clay" or "charcoal ore." und In this "charcoal clay" fossil 
bones are found. Hatcher, the paleontologist, exploring near Mulrklrk, be- 
tween Washington and Laurel, found in this formation the remains of 
dinosaurs. 

There have been restored remains of the commonest cretaceous dinosaur 

?f Prince Georges county, the animals being about 20 feet long. The animal 

•remains In the Arundel formation Include fossil turtles, crocodiles, dinosaurs, 

gastropods and many other strange things, but the dlnosaurla, of' which a 

number of species have been recognized, greatly predomlaate. 

In the National museum, gathered In large cases, are thousaads of fossil 
shells and fossil plants found in -many parts of the United States, and scat- 
tered through that great collection are perhaps hundreds, certainly scores, of 
specimens that are valuable to the paleontologist and which were found in 
the region around Washington. Each Is labeled and the Washlngtonlan Is 
often coming upon a familiar place name which he never thought was of any 
scientific interest. 



Uncle Sam Propagating Dread Disease Germs 

DO YOU know that the government Is carefully propagating tho organisms 
that produce In the human system the most deadly and widespread dis- 
eases? Perhaps you don't — but there is no cnusc for alarm. On the contrary, 

a visit to n germ-incubatlng establish- 
ment, will convince uny person of the 
efforts being made by scientists to 
combat the disease pests of humanity. 
It Is a somewhat Impressive and 
not nt nil comfortable thought on en- 
tering the room wherein the germ 
ovens, or Incubators, as they are 
called, are kept, that there are greater 
potentialities for destroying human 
life hero than If the apartment was 
filled with dynamite. In the neat pol- 
ished copper receptacles ore stored 
glass tubes, and In the latter are the minute enemies of health—so minute 
that billions of them arc contained In a vial a quarter of an eighth full of 
colored liquid. 

The doctor who shows you through the establishment handles the vials 
of death with as much nochalnnce ns though they contained merely colored 
water. lie explains that there are only two bottled diseases in the handling 
of which the most extreme care and precaution must be exercised. They are 
bubonic plague and glanders, the former of which Is so elusive when once 
started In a single Individual that the result of a careless handling might 
mean a local or even a nntlonal calamity, while the* latter, If not so con- 
tagious, would mean certain deuth by a very loathsome process. 

Among the diseases here bottled up are Asiatic cholera, the widespread 
sleeping sickness of Africa, tuberculosis, diphtheria, typhoid fever— Indeed, 
practically all the maladies that are caused by the machinations of the tiny 
and mysterious creatures known as bacteria. 




Mexican Girl Licensed as Wireless Operator 

MISS MARIA DOLORES ESTRADA, n Mexican girl,, who has been resid- 
ing In Washington for nearly a year, has been granted the first wireless 
operator's license of the first grade ever granted to a woman In this country. 
Miss Estrada Is an expert telegrapher and "did her bit" in the Mexican revo- 
lution as a telegraph operator. She 
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saw many hardships Iu connection 
with the revolution, nt one time being 
Imprisoned for 22 days without any- 
thing to eat but mildewed bread. 

She served on tl)c official staff of 
General Carrurizu anu! at one time was 
nearly captured by Villa, who had 
heard of her and wished to have, her 
with iilm. When Villa Invaded the 
Mexican capital, after his break with 
Carranza, he searched for Miss Estra- 
da, hut could not find her hiding place, 
which was in a cellar Iu Chepultepec. It was on the suggestion of Car run za 
that Miss Estrada came to this country, In qrder to learn English. She de- 
cided, however, that she might also learn wireless telegraphy at the same 
time, and, therefore, has studied It during her stay here. 

She Is living with Mrs. S. .T. Mucauley at the Alabama apartments, but. 
expects to return to Mexico, where her mother now Is residing. . 

Miss Estrada suffered imprisonment when she was captured by tho fol- 
lowers of Huerta, and was threatened with denth. While in prison, however, 
forces opposing IJuertn came upon the town, Mazapll, In the statu of Zacate- 
cas, and after a battle which Miss Estrada witnessed from a window In her 
cell, defeated the Huerta forces und subsequently rescued Miss Etrada.
